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| CITRUS CROP “ESTIMATE 
The California Cooperative Crop 
Reporting Service makes a prelimin- 
ary estimate of 18,700,000 boxes of 
oranges for the coming season as 
compared with a production of 15,- 
075,000 boxes in 1919. The navel 
crop, this service reports, is to be 
of excellent quality but running to 
small sizes in some districts. Grape- 
fruit is included for some reason in 
jthis division of citrus and the crop 
the coming season is estimated at 
350,000 boxes. 

All reports, the estimators declare, 
include a much larger crop of lemons 
than last year’s production, which 
was given as 3,900,000 boxes. The 
declaration is made that unless con- 
ditions change in favor of the lemon 
men in some way, that it is doubt- 
ful if all the crop will be harvested 
as “many growers will be unable to 
sell their lemons for enough to pay 
the packing and _ transportation 
charges, to ‘say nothing of the cost 
of growing.” 

Citrus crops were among the few 
which in 1920 came up to 1919 pro- 
duction. The orange crop was given 
as 124 per cent as compared with 
1919 figures and the lemon crop as 
115.4 per cent of that of the preced- 
ing year. Most crops fell below the 
1919 production as shown by this 
report.

OURSELVES. AS OTHERS SEE US 
| We are proud of our school. And 
we have cause to be. Some reasons 
for our being proud follow. The 
first is from an editorial entitled “A 
Chaffey-Junior College in Every Dis- 
trict,” from the Feb. 15 issue of the 
Rural World. The second is from 
an illustrated, “A Junior Agricultural 
College with a Vision,” by Mrs. S. 
U, Stewart in the Los Angeles Times! 
Farm and Tractor Section, for Feb-| 
ruary 20. 

Looking for a moment to the ques- | 
tion of fairness of appropriating a| 
large sum for an educational institu-| 
tion in a single district, it may be, 
said of course, that a junior college} 
of agriculture in the San Fernando | 
Valley would serve all of Southern 
California, and that Southern Cali- 
fornia is entitled to a consideration. 
But the logical thing to do, if service 
to Southern California alone were 
considered, would be to appropriate 
the sum for the junior college already 
functioning. The state need go no 
farther for a suitable model than the} 
Chaffey Junior College of Agriculture, 
at Ontario. It would not be fair to a 
progressive district like that sur: | 
rounding Ontario which already has} 
paid for the development of a junior 
college, if the State appropriated a 
sum to place a similar institution in| 
another district. All the people pay 
taxes, and all the people are entitled 
to ‘the same consideration when the 
money is spent. 

Chaffey College is the biggest 
thing in Ontario. The people are 
proud of it and recognize its tremen- 
dous influence. They have supported 
it liberally, and recently, through the 
passage of a bond issue, have made 
possible certain important additions 
to the equipment and property, in- 
cluding a 60-acre deciduous orchard 
where students will receive field in- 
struction and where experimental 
work will be carried on. In another 
locality is the dairy farm of 20 
acres, While the campus of 380 acres 
includes within its boundaries a cit- 
rus orchard where important experi- 
ments recently referred to in the 
Rural World are being conducted.

They have a vision down there and 
are making it a reality as fast as 
they can, And ‘this is the vision as 
told in collaboration by Merton E. 
Hill, head of the entire institution, 
and C, J. Booth, dean of men and 
of the Junior College of Agriculture 
proper. “A junior college should not 
ape the university nor any college,” 
they say, “but it should be a place 
where every adult of college age may 
have an opportunity to pursue the 
course in which he is interested, ca- 
demic or vocational.” Chatfey’s 
courses in deciduous and citrus fruits 
are as practical as it is possible to 
make them. In fact they go out and 
do everything they study about at 
Chaffey or at the very least observe
